STATE BANKS 
MUST PAY TAX 


Harrisburg, Jan. 9 (AP).—Tile un­ 
em ploym ent com pensation division 
estim ated today it will collect more 
than $1,200,000 additional in social 
security payroll taxes on state banks 
as a result of a recent Supreme court 
decision. 
The 
decision 
settled 
litigation 
which has held up paym ent of these 
taxes by a group of state banks since 
the social security program started 
in 1936. 
The Fidelity 
Philadelphia 
Trust 
company, whose suit against 
the 
Comm onwealth was used as a test 
case, paid up with a check for $124,- 
153. 
Eight state banks argued that, as 
members of the Federal Reserve sys­ 
tem, they arc instrum entalities of 
the federal governm ent and exem pt 
from the rtate tax. The state Su­ 
preme court over-ruled that argu­ 
ment in an opinion written by Jus­ 
tice Horace Stern and handed down 
January 2. 
The unem ploym ent com pensation 
division 
said 
the 
decision 
set 
a 
precedent covering 82 state banks 
which are members of the federal 
reserve system , with between 7.500 
and 10,000 empoyes. 
Paym ents now must l>e made by 
all state banks which have not made 
returns previously. 
David R. Perry, 
special 
counsel 
for thfc division, said that other state 
banks have been paying their social 
security assessm ents regularly.
